Beat Recession?

As the year draws to a close one wonders what has become of the great 


Public Works program of over a billion dollars authorized last June, which 
was to lift the country out of the recession then going along merrily. Although 
over a billion dollars was authorized, only 68 million of that money has actual- 
ly been spent. 
For several months after June, al- 


®most weekly 
announcements 
were 


made giving huge totals of projects 
hat were authorized. The impression 
;ot around that a vast pouring of pub- 
lic funds into public works, instead 
jf WPA, was to be the administration's 
'inal bid for recovery. 


Then an announcement was made 


thai all of the vasl sum had been auth- 
orised and there was no more left. The 
WPA appropriation was purposely kept 
down because PWA-was to take up the 
load as the days went on. 


I'WA Still lias Plenty of Funds 
But now WPA funds urc practically 


exhausted and PWA is still far from 
being under way. For G8 million dol- 
lars in six months is only about 11 mil- 
lion a month, hardly as much as the 
government spends on the most pros- 
perous periods. 


Rumors have got around that PWA 


funds are being purposely held back 
in odder to have them available for 
military construction when Congress 
meets. The argument will be strong 
that the armament plan will thus eosl 
vory little more than the funds al- 
ready provided. 


But in the meantime, what become;, 


of government expenditures for relic] 
and work relief? 
If there is any 


validity in the claim that public works 
exixmdilures will produce recovery 
then is it not plain thai any plan which 
tends to divert them into war expen- 
ditures will postpone their expendi- 
ture and postpone recovery? 


The question whether we are to have 


a great armament program is one 
thing. One may hold what view he 
wishes on that. But it will be idle to 
suppose that an armament progran 
can begin to have much effect on busi- 
ness for some time to come.

,Six years ago the President, whei 
the first PWA money was appro 
priated, was urged to go in for low 
cost housing. This he refused to do 
Here and there a few housing project 
have been built at costs and at renta 
rates which put them completely be 
yond tile reach of the low incom 
groups.

It ought- tu be 
inaugurated, even at this late day, but 
it will take years to develop it to the 
point at which it would be developed 
had the golden opportunity been seized 
in 1933. Now, apparently, we are to 
IK;VC battleships instead of houses.

A Strange Story 


The woman, aged about K or 40, 


walked into the Hotel Snyker about 
midnight, December 
20. 
S'lic 
was 


alone. She obtained a room and paid 
the room rent in advance through 
Monday. 


During her stay al (lie hotel she 


avoided 
making acquaintances and 


spent a great deal of her time in 
her room, hotel employes said. 


Shortly before noon Monday she 


scrtamed. A negro maid and Mrs. 
Snyker - rushed to her room where 
they found her writhing in agony, 
Dr. Jim Martindale and Dr. P. B. 
Carrigan were summoned. 


Discovering her plight and serious 


condition, 
Dr. Carrigan questioned 


her, but was unable to obtain much 
information. 
Dr. Carrigan said the 


woman refused to reveal her name, 
saying that she had no name, no 
relatives, no home and no money. 
However, 
$53 in 
greenback 
were 


found in her purse, 


Al the hotel officers found a loaded 


revolver under her pillow and also 
a one-fourth 
pound can of Paris 


Green poisoning. The can was found 
beneath her window, about empty. 


Aii smbulance was called, and she 


was taken to Josephine hospital where 
she died a few minutes after arrival 
without making a statement. 


Shielded Her Identity 


Officers then returned to the dotel. 


They were unable to decipher the' 
signature on the hotel register. The 
name appeared to be either "T. C. 
Lanier or T. C. Lewis" of "Spctor, 
La." The signature was poorly writ- 
ten and apparently she had attempted 
to spell out the town of Sarepta, La. 


The town of Sarepta is located near 


Spring Hill, La. 
Authorities there 


made an investigation, but reported 
that no one was missing. 


Hotel employes said she had all her 


clothing' cleaned and pressed since 
her arrival at the hotel, but that she 
hud removed fill labels and laundry 
identification tags which might have 
had aided in establishing her identity. 
No letters or papers were found. 


Police listed her description as I!8 


or 40 years old, height five feet, five 
inches, dark brown, hair with a fresh 
permanent hair wave, scar on lower 
ipart of left jaw. mole on rit;lit side of 
nose close lo the eye, weight about 
130 pounds. 


A negro maid al the hotel was 


quoted ;is saying thai the woman told 
her she hoped that the maid "found 
her dead in bed." 
This statement 


was made soon after the distress call 
from the room was heard. It was 
made only in the presence of the 
negro maid, according tu Mr. Snyker, 
hotel manager. 


"Identification" Kails 


A rumor that the dead woman had 


been identified by a Hope carpenter 
as a rooming house proprietor of Mon- 
roe, La., was spiked Tuesday after- 
noon.

any serious attempt to estimate the fu- 
ture of Ihc business cycle. 


The important things are the major 


and minor swings. And il may be said 
here that the minor swings may not be 
so very minor, but may, occasionally 
attain to impressive proportions. 


The minor swings arc due to move- 


'ments and forces to be found within 
the sturclures of the consumers' good: 
industries. 


The major swings are controlled b> 


the behavior of the capital goods in 
dustrics. 


Now to bring this lo a point, tin 


swing up since Februray has beei 
thus far, insofar as it is affected by an> 
force within business, a minor move 
ment. That is, it has been wholly con 
trolled by aclivities within the con 
sinners' goods industries. 


The consumers' gods industries arc 


those which produce goods which are 
sold to ultimate consumers. They arc 
goods which are found in stores and 
which people buy at retail for then- 
own use. They arc food, clothes, lux- 
uries, household furniture, jewelry, 
beauty prepartions (an cnoromus bus- 
iness), amusements and the like. 


The outlets of Ihese industries arc 


ll.e stores. And in these industries 
various forces create movements. For 
nstancc, merchants are compelled lo 
stock up their stores with goods. They 
ire influenced by their opinion about 
he future and the buying habits of 
heir customers. 
If for any reason goods do not move 


!;tsl enough merchants will slacken in 
their purchase. They will find them- 
selves which arc not moving. Their 
nventories become loo large, il is said. 


Hence, they cut out their buying at 
he wholesaler's or the manufacturers'^. 
He in turn reduces his production, thus 
reducing employment, which in turn 
acts upon the stores, whose sales grow 
still less. Business will thin out until 
the shelves are pretty well emptied 
before merchants begin to buy again, 
giving the business curve another lit- 
tle upward twist. 


When the recession began in l'J37 


many called it an inventory depression. 
Tliis, of course, was not true. The in- 
VLMHoric-s were fairly large. But if il 
hail been merely an inventory de- 
pression it would never have gone su 
low. 
It was produced by other causes 


Whatever

however, inventories were thorough!;, 
washed oul. And so now we sec buy- 
ing going on fairly briskly, but not too 
rashly by merchants. Nol loo rashb 
—that is important. 


It is because buying is fairly pru- 


dent that at the end of Ihc year WL 
find no serious piling up of inven 
tones. This tends to justify the belie
